After debating various forms of civic government for more than three 
hours last night, members of the Board of Trade, gathered in the Civic 
Block at a special meeting, decided to ask the city council to take a pleb- 
iscite in which the ratepayers will be asked to state their preference of 
three different varietis of municipal govrnment. These are briefly summed

2.—A straight elective commission form of government with the in- 


itiative, referendum and recall, 


3,—The present system of civic government. 

H. Milton Martin advocated the first style, which is quite new; H, J. 
Roche advanced arguments in favor of elected commission government; 
and Mayor Short, while pointing out some of the present troubles at the 
city hall, declared thot the present system was good, if only good men were 


secured to work it out. 


Following the speeches, there was a general and at times quite lively 
discussion, concluding in the decision to ask the council for a plebiscite. 
This motion carried by a’ good majority, while an amendment to adjourn 
the meeting for further discussion of the matter was lost by only three 


votes. 


Mayor Short, who spoke first, out- 
lined briefly the history of the pres- 
ent system in Edmonton. He declar- 
ed the duty of the board of com- 
missioners to be to act as “the long 
arm” of the council and relieve the 
latter body of the details of adminis- 
tration, He argued that most of the 
ills of mismanagement under the re- 
cent commission boards has come 
from a misunderstanding of the pro- 
per functions of commissioners, 

“Commissioners have acted as fore- 
men, as superintendents, as virtual 
heads of departments,” declared the 
mayor, ‘‘thus getting too close to the 
departments and so losing the power 
to act as critics.” 


Tried to Make Commissioner Sure. 


Mayor Short stated that at the time 
the charter was first secured, it was 
thought needful to make the office of 
commissioner very secure. It was 
felt advisable to make them safe from 
any sudden ebulition of temper on the 
part of the council, because it was 
thought that they might make ene- 
mies in carrying out the council's in- 
structions effectively; or that inter- 
ested parties, foiled in their attempt 
to secure special privileges, might 

* 


lead a riot against the commissioners, 
So it was decided to make it neces- 
sary that a two-thirds majority of the 
council must be in favor of dismissing 
a commissioner before this move 
could be effective. 

The mayor then recited the various 
Struggles councils had had with com- 
missioners during the terms of office 
of Mayor McDougall, Mayor Arm- 
strong and at present, In every case, 
declared the mayor, the trouble had 
arisen because the commisssioners 
Mid not fully appreciate their func- 
tions, because they had tried to act 
as heads of departments instead of as 
feneral managers to oversee’ the 
working of all departments, and to 
co-relate the work of the various 
branches of the city’s activities, 


Misinterpreted Duties. 


“Under the present administration’ 
declared the mayor, “this same ques- 
tion has arisen, After long and care- 
ful consideration the council, or at 
least a majority of the council, de- 
cided that one of the commissioners 
had misinterpreted his duties. He 
did not manage, but rather he ad-

HEAVIER PENALTIES 
FOR AUTO SPEEDING 


Statute Law Amendments Intrc- 
duced in Legislature—Change 
in Motor Vehicles Act 


Stringent penalties for reckless 
driving of autos are provided in the 
statute law amendments which were 
laid on the table in the Legislature 
last night. The fine for speeding, on 
first conviction is to be increased to 
$50, with $100 for a second offence, 
and an alternative of one week's im- 
prisonment or both. On conviction 
for third offence a short term of im- 
prisonment in addition to a fine of 
200 is compuisory and the license 


of the person so convicted will be 
cancelled. 

The license fees for autos ‘and 
motorcycles are as follows: $5 for 


motorcycles; $10 for autos under 30 
horse power; $20 for autos of over 30 
and under 40 horse power; and $30 
in the case of motor vehicles of over 
40 horse power. 

Regarding the fines collected un- 
der the Motor Vehicles Act it is pro- 
vided by amendments now before the 
House that moiety of all fines and 
penalties shall enure to the benefit 
of the municipalities wit’ 1 which the 
convictions are made, the other 
moiety going to the ge al revenue 
tund of the province. 


MISSING. SIX YEARS 
FOUND FAST IN ICE 


Steamer Centennial Has Been 
Located in Ice Off Saghalin 
Island, Siberia

SEATTLE, Wash., Oct. 23—The 
steamer Centennial, which left Muror- 
an, Japan, six years ago for San 
Yrancisco, with a cargo of sulphur, 
and was never heard from, is re- 
ported fast in the ice off Gaghalin Is- 
land, Okhotsk, near Siberia. A Rus- 
sian expedition bound through the 
Okhotsk Sea, discovered the missing 
vessel with life boat gone, and her 
iron work corroded. There was no 
sign of a human being on the ship. 

Captain B, Hieber, who piloted the 
Russian expedition that found the 
Centennial, told A. Griffin, an engin- 
eer of the Philippine Coast Guards, of 
his discovery and Griffin repeated the 


story here at headquarters of the 
Marine Engineers’ Beneficial Associu- 
tion. Hieber has been asked for 


further details. 

The Centennial was first named the 
Delta, then the Takasaga Maru. Under 
her iasi tlle the Centennial, she be 
came an Alaskan gold ship afterward 
a government transport and at last 
passed into the hands of the Charles 
N@son Co., of Ban Francisco, her 
owners at the time she disappeared, 


CALGARY COLLEGE 
BILL WITHORAWN 


Commission’ to be Approved to 
Investigate Proposals Set 
Out in the Bill 


As the result of a compromise the 
act respecting Calgary College, deal- 
ing with the question of degree con- 
ferring powers was withdrawn in the 
Legislature yesterday by Dr. Blow, 
member for South Calgary, who had 
the bill in charge, and a resolution, 
introduced by Hon, J, R. Boyle, min- 
ister of cducation, and seconded by 
Hon, C. R. Mitchell, acting premier, 
was passed authorizing the Govern- 
ment to appoint a commission to con- 
sist of not less than three and not 
more than seven members to go thor- 
oughly into the question of extending 
to Calgary College the powers asked, 
with a view to a settlement satisfac- 
tory to all parties being arrived at, 
The commission will present its req 
port to the next session of the Legis- 
lature and upon its findings legisla- 
tion will probably be introduced, 

“The Government welcomes all 
Private enterprise in its efforts to es- 
tablish educational institutions,” said 
Hon, J. R. Boyle, minister of educa- 
tion, “and is willing to approach the 
question of whether Calgary should 
have degree conferring powers with 
every consideration and with the idea 
of coming to some compromise if pos- 
sible. It had, therefore, been decided 
that it was desirable to appoint a 
commission to investigate the whole 
question between now and the next 
session of the Legislature. Very com- 
mendable enterprise had been shown 
by the people of Calgary in putting 
up their money for the institution and 
jn the way in which the educational 
affairs of that city had been conduct- 
ed. He thought that they would be 
able to come to some satisfactory 
settlement, 

~ Regretted Withdrawal 

Dr. Blow said he regretted the ne- 
cessity with which he was faced of 
withdrawing the bill, because he felt 
that the citizens of Calgary had done 
nobly in their effort to secure a uni- 
versity. The ,gtime had mow been 
reached when the students attending 
Calgary College must soon get their 
degrees, It was therefore with some 
degree of satisfaction that he heard 
that the Government would introduce 
# resolution calling for a commission 
to investigate their case, because they 
believed that an independent commis- 
sion, having the cause of education 
at heart, would come to the conclu- 
sion that they justly deserved that 
their demands should be met, By rea- 
son of its geographical position, in 
the centre of the most populous half 
of the province and by the fact that 
Southern Alberta had a population 40 
per cent. larger than the North and 
South Dakotas, each of which had a 
slate university, he claimed that Cal- 
gary should have a university located 
there. The mere fact that there was 
no political boundary between the

Company Will Construct Tempo. 
rary Track to Meet Present 
City Line 


ALDERMEN WANTED 
AGREEMENT HOISTED 


Majority, However, Were 
Favor cf Immediate Action 
in Settlement

The city council, at a special meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon, arrived at a 
fina) decision in regard to the agree- 
ment to be entered into between tine 
Interurban Railway and the city, The 
agreement as finally approved con- 
tains these main clauses: 

The company to construct a tem 
porary track this fall between their 
present terminus in Calder along 
Brandon avenue to 27th street, along 
27th street to Alberta east to 24th 
street, thence south on 24th street to 
connect with the city’s lines. 

Before Sept. 1, 1914, the company 
to construct a single permanent track 


on a concrete base on. specificatios, 
grades, etc., to be drawn by the city 
engineer, 


The company to collect and retain 
a Se fare, but no more, from Glencoe 
road (the north boundary of the city) 
to where they connect with the elty 
system, for a term of 18 months, or 
for a less time providing the 6c fare 
to be collected by the company shall 
be sufficient to pay for the cost of the 
permanent construction on 24th street 
before that time. The permanent tracs 
shall then become the property of the 
city free of charge. 

Freight and express shall 
ried over the city’s lines at pro 
fee to the city as to mileage. 

All damages whatsoever caused by 
the construction or operations of the 
company within the city limits shall 
be borne by the company. 

Must Be Submitted to Voters. 

When the proposed agreement wat 
read, it was discovered that the agree: 
ment must be submitted to the rate- 
payers for approval. ‘The city solic 
itor read the clause in the city char- 
ter which covered the point, It read 
that any kind of permission to a pri- 
vate company to use the city’s streocts 
for any utilities, must be given by a 
two-thirds majority of the ratepayers, 

‘If we have to submit the agree- 
ment to the ratepayers,” declared Ald 
Calder, “it will defeat the object of 
the Interurban, which is to get the 
tracks laid and the cars operating be- 
fare winter sets in."’ 

Ald, Livingstone suggested that if 
the company gave the city the monoy 
needed, the city could lay the tracks 
and operate the cars inside the ci'ty 
limits, He thought this would get 
around the necessity of submitting 
any agreement to the people.

KNIFE 1S USED 10 
REGENERATE MIND 


Patients Are Operated on to 
Eliminate Crimina] Tendencies 
and Moral Deficiency

CHICAGO, Oct, 23.—-Four patients 
were operated on today by Dr. E. H. 
Pratt, of Evanston, in an effort to 
eliminate criminal tendencies «and 
moral deficiency, The operations were 
performed at the instance of Judge 
George W. Bridgeman, of the Circuit 
Court of St. Joseph's, Mich., who has 
announced that hereafter he will not 
sentence any one convicted in his court 
of moral weakness, to penitentiaries or 
insane asylums until the knife has had 
an opportunity to regenerate the mind 
affected. 

For olvious reasons the names of 
the persons upon whom the opera- 
tions are performed will be withheld 
Dr, Pratt, in discussing the subject ce- 
cently with Judge Bridgeman, sail 
that the uperations would not destroy 
any organ or function of the mind 
or brain, but merely remove abnorm w'- 
ities affecting nerve centres. 

Two of those who went under Dr 
Pratt's knife recently at 8t. France 
Hospital, Evanston, are brother anil 
sister, both under 20 years old. If Dre. 
Pratt succeeds in overcoming thew 
moral weakness, the charges pending 
against them in Judge Bridgman’s 
court will be dismissed Botb are 
said to be recovering rapidly from the

STEAMER GOES 
ON REEF AND 44 
ARE DROWNED 


HERNOSAND, Sweden, Oct, 
24—The steamer Westkibten, 
which left Vasa in the Gulf of 
Bothnia Wednesday afternoon in 
a gale, ran on a reef a few hours 
later and forty-four persons were 
drowned. 

A single survivor was picked 
up by the steamer Carl Von Linn 
and landed here last night. The 
crew succeeded in launching a 
boat but the steamer sank in a 
few minutes. The boat was 
swamped, 

Several of the crew clung to 
the rigging but with one excep: 
tion all succumbed to the cold 
and exposure during the night. 


WOMAN IS ATTACKED 
BY NEGRO LAST NIGHT 


He Asked for Money and When 
She Refuses is Knocked 
Down 


Hurrying to catch the south-bound 
Cc. P. R. train shortly after eleven 
o'clock last night, Miss M. Robinson, 
a Calgary Visitor, who had ‘been 
spending a short holiday in the city, 
was held up and brutally knocked 
down by an unknown negro on Tenth 


street. 


The Bulletin was unable to obtain 
the full details of the encouter ,as 
Miss Kobinson was obliged to leave 
the city on the midnight train, and 
had no time to give a description of 
her assailant. 

Contable Blackwood, who was on 
duty on Jasper avenue, was informed 
of the occurrence, and hurried to the 
north side C. P. R, depot so as to 
take Miss Robinson's statement, but 


the train was just pulling out when 
he arrived. 
It is known, ‘however ,that the 


negro stopped her within half a block 
of Pasper avenue, and insolently ask- 
ed her for money. Taken by surprise, 
Miss Robinson instinctively looked 
round for assistance, but there were 
no pedestrians in the immediate 
vicinity. Ghe .gereamed loudly for 
heip, whereupon the negro knocked 


her down and was preparing to search 


her clothing for valuables when a 
man whose name is unknown, who 
was walking on Jasper avenue at the 
time and was attracted by the wo- 
man's screams, rushed to the scene. 
The negro thereupon made himself 
scarce.

The 
president always had discussed  n- 
formally ane unofficially matters vf 
interest consequently giving the gen- 
eral status of affairs, Today he asked 
to be excused,

proaching; that the arrival of Ge. 
Felix Diaz appeared to complicate in- 
ternal affairs in Mexico, and that sterao 
measures by the Washington govern- 
ment would not be surprising.

NOW BELIEVED 
TO BE KILLED 


Are Buried Beneath Many Tons 
of Fallen Sarth Under Coal 
and Rocks 


WORK OF ATTEMPTED 
RESCUE CARRIED ON 


Impossible as Yet to Tell What 
Cause of the Explosion 
Was

DAWSON, Now Mexico, Oct, 23.— 
Two hundred and forty-seven miners 
are believed tonight to have been 
killed beneath tongs of fallen earth, 
timber, coal and rocks in the cuts and 
rooms of Stag Canyon mine No. 2 of 
the Stag Canyon Fuel Co. here. Hun- 
dreds of miners ,working in shifts of 
fifteen each, are slowly forcing their 
way through the rooms and entries, 
fighting against dangers of gas and 
fire which started in an adjoining 
mine and which threatens to reach 
the place where the man were trap- 
ped, 

Only 23 men have been taken from 
the mine alive. At 6.15 tonight the 
first miner to be rescued alive within 
twelve hours was taken from the 
main entry, He was found uncon- 
scious near a mule Which early in 
the evening had been found alive. 

Totals of Day's Work 

Fourteen dead, 23 rescued, making 
up the total of the day's work of 
rescue. The finding of the live mule 
in the mine late today encouraged 
officials in charge of the rescue work 
to hope that some live’ miners are 
still entombed in a room located more 
than 400 feet from the entrance. 

Henry P. MoShaw, son of Mrs. E. 
P. McShew, of New York city, widow 
of a former heavy stockholder of the 
mine, is among the known dead. Me- 
Shaw, who was but 19 years old, had 
come to the mine in which nis father 
still held an interest, to learn from 
practical experience, 

J. Roberts, chief of the U, 8. mine 
rescue bureau in this district, is in 
charge of the rescue work. Mr. Rob- 
erts said it was impossible to tell what 
caused the explosion, but that it was 
ef such violence as to cause him to 
lose hope of rescuing any more, 

Vans Rendered Useless 

In the mine at the time of the ex- 
plosion there were 284 miners and 
that the death list will reach so great 
a figure is attributed to the fact that 
the great fans which kept the air cir- 
culating within the mine were ren- 
dered useless by the force of the ex- 
plosion,

SEATTLE FEARS 
BUBONC PLAGE 


Rats Bring the Dreaded Disease 
Across the Pacific From 
Asiatic Ports 


By Bulletin Leased Wire 

SEATTLE, Oct, 23.—Dr. Charles i. 
Crichton, health officer of Seattle, said 
today the bubonte plague rat situation 
in Seattle was serious, but the healta 
department hoped to prevent an ouy- 
break of the disease. 

“Not for six years,"’ he said, “has 
there been a case of bubonic plague 
in a human being in Seattle, In thoso 
six years we have found 24 plague 
rats. A considerable number wer 
taken during the plague outbreak six 
years ago and recently seven were 
killed in a water front which has been 
thoroughly isolated. 

“Thousands of dollars are being ex- 
pended in Seattle under the orders of 
the health department in tearing down 
condemned wooden buildings,  con- 
structing cement basement and other- 
wise making the water front as rat 
proof as possible. 

“The infected district is two bloe'ss 
long and one block deep, and fronts 
on the bay with a planked street 1) 
hind. We are trying to make it im 
possible for the rats to lodge or breed 
on the water front.”
